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THE RANCOCAS RULING. 
PHOCION HOWARD, in his New York 

e Press, threw a fit when the Saratoga stew- 
ards instructed Trainer Frank Taylor not to enter 
any of the Rancocas Stable’s horses in overnight 
events for the remainder of the meeting after 
Ladana was found to have been poisoned with 
chloral, and Trainer Taylor had discharged one 
of his employees who is said to have virtually 
admitted the dastardly deed. 

“There is bound to be an aftermath of this 
drastic ruling!’ exclaims Mr. Howard, adding: 
“True, it applies only to horses in overnight events 
and expires with the current meeting, but it is 
regarded as a direct, unwarranted, unmerited, 
unprovoked slap at one of the greatest stables 
on the American Turf. It may even affect some 
of Owner Harry Sinclair’s plans for future breed- 
ing and racing! If a big stable like Rancocas is 
to be treated like an itinerant ‘gyp’ what may we 
expect in the future?” 

We should think that the proper answer to 
that question is: “Fair dealing.’ Why should a 
big stable have any more license to be lax in 
guarding its horses and in protecting the rights 
of the patrons of the sport than a little stable 
-than “an itinerant gyp?’’ Perhaps Friend 
Howard has forgotten the axiom, “all men are 
equal on and under the Turf.” Evidently the 
three gentlemen who were serving as stewards at 
Saratoga that day have not forgotten it. 

We, too, think “there is bound to be an after- 
math of this drastic ruling.”” It sometimes takes 
drastic rulings to arouse people from their 
lethargy. We feel that the aftermath will be 
for good and not for evil. We believe trainers of 
horses will be more careful concerning whom 
they employ in their stables, and that owners will 
see to it that their horses are in the hands of 
trainers who will have proper employees and 
proper stable discipline. We feel also that the 
racing associations will be more alert to keep 
out dishonest persons. 

THE BLOoD-HorsE regards the ruling of Messrs. 
George D. Widener, Walter M. Jeffords and W. S. 
Vosburgh as an augury of better control gener- 
ally on the Turf in America, and it congratulates 
the Saratoga Racing Association on its good 
fortune in having such men as stewards. 


LOWER STUD FEES. \ 
PPROVING our statement of last week that 
there must be an adjustment to a lower level 
of stud fees for the coming breeding season, one 
of Kentucky’s most successful and most astute 
breeders said: 

“THE BLOOD-HORSE is quite correct. The situ- 
ation is such as to require at least a split in the 
fees as they were last season. When my adver- 
tisement appears, it will be found that I have 
abided by this thought.” 

We find in The Irish Field (Dublin), August 8, 
that “C. L. Mackean is the first owner to an- 
nounce a reduction of his stallion’s fee in view 
of the prevailing commercial depression, which, 
of course, finds a repercussion in the breeding 
industry.”” Mr. Mackean announces that, in face 
of the fact that the book had been nearly three- 
quarters subscribed at $1,000, Soldennis will 
stand in 1932 at $495. Soldennis is one of the 
most successful sires in Ireland. He was at the 
head of the list at the close of last season. He 
was the champion sire of 2-year-olds in 1928 and 
again in 1930. 

The Irish Field comments that “Mr. Mackean’s 
generous gesture will be welcomed by broodmare 
owners.” We consider that it was wise, as well 
as generous, and we are certain that the example 
can and will be followed with profit, not alone 
to the individual, but to the breeding industry, 
on this side of the Atlantic. 


MAIDEN MARE, 

E knew that when ‘Mankato’s” eyes should 

fall upon the writings of our friend, C. C. 
Champine, of Minneapolis, concerning the mean- 
ing of the term “maiden mare,” as used in stal- 
lion advertisements, there would come from his 
pen something quite positive and definite. Here 
it is, via The Sporting Chronicle (Manchester) : 


“Reference to American affairs reminds me that 
a barrister, one Mr. C. C. Champine, wishes to 
reform the English language in regard to the 
use of the term maiden mare. 

“He states that he and his agents have searched 
Funk and Wagnalls and other standard diction- 
aries and can find no warrant for describing 
mares which have had no intercourse with a stal- 
lion as maidens. 

“The term, he asserts, if used in that sense is 
merely ‘local and bucolic.’ Learned people like 
American barristers and their agents restrict the 
use of the word to horses or mares which have 
never won a race on the flat. 

“Well, in answer to this, I suggest that Mr. 
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Champine and his agents would enlarge their 
knowledge of the English language if they con- 
sulted Webster, an authority which is neither 
local nor bucolic. 

“Therein, he will find the sixth definition of 
‘maiden’ applies to ‘female animal that has never 


been bred to,’ and the second definition reads, 
‘never having been married; not having had 
sexual intercourse.’ 

“Further, the word maiden is derived from 


maegden, a maid, or virgin. Used in the latter 

sense, the term maiden has been common in stal- 

lion advertisements both in this country and 

America for many years. 

“That an American barrister should seek to 
interpret the term otherwise in relation to stal- 
lion advertisements merely shows that those as- 
sociated with bloodstock have a better command 
of English than certain members of the Ameri- 
can bar.” 

AMERICANS ABROAD. 

HARLES R. FLEISCHMANN, New York 

sportsman and devotee of racing, is motor- 

ing through France, Germany, Austria and Italy 
this summer with his daughter and son-in-law, 
and says it is “a most enjoyable and instructive 
trip.’ While in Berlin, a copy of THE BLOOb- 
HORSE, among his mail forwarded from Paris, 
caused him to write and enclose us a copy of the 
program for racing of August 6 at Hoppegarten. 

“You will probably notice my pencil memos 
showing some mounts of Jockey Haynes,” writes 
Mr. Fleischmann. ‘This is none other than our 
former rider, Everett Haynes, who rode Epinard 
in all his American races except one, if I am not 
mistaken. [Yes, he had the mount on the dis- 
tinguished Frenchman in each of the three spe- 
cials, and Clarence Kummer rode him in his 
fourth race, which was at Laurel, where he was 
unplaced.—-Editor. | 

“Haynes rode two winners today and finished 
twice fourth, and in the second of these instances 
the fortunate holders of place tickets on his 
mount cashed their bets, for place tickets in 
Germany, as well as in France, cover the horse 
finishing third in fields of eight or over, while 
in Germany, if there are over a certain number 
of starters, even the fourth horse rewards his 
backers. This was a new one on me, and I am 
sure it is one on you also. 

“As Haynes rode for me at home when he first 
appeared, I waited to see him after the last race. 
He looked well, but thin. When he told me that 
he had just ridden at 115 pounds I did not won- 
der at his thinness, for he is, as you recollect, 
quite tall for a jockey.” 

We are afraid our track owners would find it 
too difficult, too expensive, or too something-or- 
another, extend payment to the fourth horse 
in any race, just as they find it necessary on 
some of the mutuel tracks to limit fields, except 
in.stakes races, to 12 starters, and in races hav- 
ing more than 12 starters to create a field so 
that the ticket arrangements limiting spaces to 
12 shall not be disturbed.

racing, but we in America have not kept pace 
with the progress in that direction. We perhaps 
are more speedy in paying off after the races 
than they are in other countries, but we are far 
behind in presentation of information about the 
stages of the pooling, since we are without the 
totalizator. 

Again, we do not have such large fields as are 
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seen at some of the courses abroad, because our 
tracks are, aS a general thing, too narrow to 
permit proper starting and comfortable running. 


ODDS AND ENDS

ATE, A. C. Bostwick’s ace 3-year-old, was 

not long in atoning for his inglorious effort 
in the Saranac Handicap, and at the expense of 
Danour, winner of that event. Not only that ro- 
bust son of Dozer, but several more highly-re- 
garded colts as well took the dust of Mate in the 
Kenner, at one and three-sixtenths miles. While 
the Preakness and Classic winner experienced 
little difficuty winning, his time for the distance 
was anything but sensational. He required nearly 
three seconds longer to negotiate the distance 
than did Sir Barton in establishing the track 
record. The son of *Star Shoot and half-brother 
to Sir Martin, carrying the silks of the Canadian 
sportsman, J. K. L. Ross, set his mark of 1:55 3-5 
as a 4-year-old and under 133 pounds, on August 
21st, 1920. That was the season Man o’ War was 
a 3-year-old, a glorious year on our Turf insofar 
as the quality of the horses is concerned. 

But if Mate’s effort was nothing to enthuse 
over from a time standpoint, his manner of an- 
nexing the winer’s share of the spoils served to 
show him to be in good physical condition and 
his numerous adherents and immediate connec- 
tions doubtless emitted long sighs of relief as 
they observed him scampering home in the van. 

The fans still are hopeful that Owner Bost- 
wick will alter his plans anent starting his cham- 
pion against aged horses and send him forth 
against Sun Beau, Questionnaire, his old rival, 
Twenty Grand and whatever else accepts the is- 
sue in the Saratoga Cup renewal. With this quar- 
tette alone parading, it would become vastly im- 
portant and create a wealth of interest. No little 
of this “wealth of interest’ would be manifest in 
the coin of the realm and accrue to the Saratoga 
Racing Association. 

* * 

HERE should be no doubt now that Cornelius 

V. Whitney’s Top Flight is the best juvenile 
which has appeared under colors to date this 
season. The impression is quite general that this 
daughter of *Dis Donec is an exceptional miss 
one of the best 2-year-old fillies in recent years. 
In the Saratoga Special, she, according to eye- 
witnesses, just loafed to what, this summer, pass 
for the best juveniles. Incidentally, she is not 
eligible for the Hopeful. 

Indian Runner’s sterling effort back of Top 
Flight in the Special came as something of a 
revelation to most racing folk, as reflected in the 
odds about him. Perhaps he is as husky a juvenile 
colt as there is East or West just now. Certainly 
Hal Price Headley, Indian Runner’s owner, and 
who rarely is too “high” on one of his racers, 
made no mistake in invading the East with this 
blocky-built brown fellow. It is said that several 
prominent sportsmen in the New York sector 
have gone shopping for Indian Runner, but no 
bargain has been strpck. 

From a sire of little repute, *Dis Donc, respon- 
sible for both Top Flight and Indian Runner, has 
a lot of newly acquired importance and is eligi- 
ble to that select company known as “fashionable 
Sires.” The writer’s prophecy that “Dis Donc wiil 
some day outshine his half-brother, *Chicle, still 
goes. To be sure, *Chicle was a right good race 
horse and *Dis Done started only once, but do 


not forget that Ultimus never started, yet he be- 
came one of the greatest sires ever to have 
served in this country. However, this last is not 
in a prophetic vein. 
* 

HERE is no telling what r*cer will be the next 

to develop stakes quality. For instance, who 
would have predicted a year ago that Twenty 
Grand would now be one of the two best 3-year- 
olds, or that his stablemate, St. Brideaux, would 
be winning stakes? In the case of the last men- 
tioned colt, it is doubtful if anyone thought him 
much above the plater class five months ago.

¢ you have nothing more urgent to do, you 

might guess the number of horse-generations 
Sweep’s line will endure? He now is survived by 
several grandsons at stud. Perhaps the best of 
his progeny in the most immediate remove stand- 
ing for service is that nice brown stallion over at 
Xalapa, Eternal by name. Eternal I knew well. 
He won the Hopeful of his year, 1918, the year 
that Dunboyne defeated Sir Barton, Purchase and 
other good ones of later years in the Futurity. 

Eternal is sire of several stakes winners, among 
them Ariel and Nocturnal, which now are doing 
stud duty. At the Greenwich Stud, where Ariel 
stands, he is well-liked and Harry S. Hart, who 
recently purchased Nocturnal out of the dispersal 
of the Camden breeding stock, is enthusiastic over 
the stud prospects of that muscular black stallion. 
Several years ago, the guiding spirit of the 
Swingalong Stud raced that phenomenally fast 
little mare, No Regrets, a daughter of this same 
Eternal. 

Albeit Sweep’s line doesn’t appear as firmly 
fixed as, say Bromstick’s or Fair Play’s, it must 
be remembered that Hanover’s was thought to 
be completely exhausted when up sprang Wise 
Counsellor. Research disclosed that there are 
about five other tail-male descendants of Hanover 
available for stud duty. Recently, through the ac- 
complishments of some of the get of Lantados, 
it has been discovered that he represents the Lex- 
ington line, one given up as extinguished long 
years ago. It is no certainty that thisdine to “The 
Blind Hero of Woodburn” will not be reestablish- 
ed; at least, it is to be hoped that this last mem- 
ber of what once was a mighty dynasty will be 
given the best of opportunity in an effort to sal- 
vage the line. 

HAVE fathomed Mr. John (Dutch) Jones’ 

success as a tutor of year-old Thoroughbreds. 
He understands them thoroughly and keenly de- 
lights in studying every one coming under his 
charge individually. He not only has skill, but 
abundant patience, an indispensable qualification, 
as well. There is a vast difference in training 
horses for races and educating yearlings, and 
much of what a horse is during his career depends 
on how he was broken. Some persons do not seem 
to fully realize this, but it will be noted that the 
more successful sportsmen never entrust the 
education of their yearlings to green men, or 
boys. They can be so easily spoiled. 

The writer took occasion to pay Mr. Jones a 
call the other afternoon and engaged him in a 
lengthy horse powwow, during which all the views 
accumulated during the past week were aired. 
This yearling college, you know, cr perhaps you 
dont, is located at Douglas Park, Louisville. It is, 
in fact, that long barn which formerly housed the 
racers of Jefferson Livingston during the palmy 
days of racing at the Beechmont plant. I seem to 
recall that John S. Ward also utilized this horse 
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abode, for didn’t Boniface and Escoba occupy 
boxes there? Oh, yes, and Berlin and Franklin? 
My memory may be a bit rusty on that point. 
This structure, about an eighth of a mile in 
length, with good light, stalls on either side fac- 
ing a very wide runway, affords a singularly ex- 
cellent site for the purpose it now serves. It is 
fashioned, as are nearly all the other stables at 
Douglas Park on the order of the stabling at the 
tracks where Standard-breds perform, the course 
originally being built to conduct harness meet- 
ings. 
Mr. Jones was just in receipt of some new 
‘ pupils, the property of a Mr. Parrish, of Texas. 
They are a bay colt by Angon—Sidelight, bay 
colt by Angon—Lady Ward, bay colt by Angon— 
Clearing Up, bay filly by Angon—-Siege, bay filly 
by Angon—-—Marcheta, bay filly by Angon—wWil- 
kuptosey, and a bay or brown filly by Whisk- 
along—-Windsor. My understanding is they were 
bred and reared at James P. Headley’s Paradise 
Farm, near Lexington, Ky., where Angon stands. 


I have seen few of the get of Angon, but sev- 
eral of them were nice horses. These sons and 
daughters of that sire certainly have much to 
recommend them physically. Angon is almost a 
pure-dominant for bays and his progeny have 
good size, straight limbs and black hoofs. I was 
particularly impressed with their uniform color 
and conformation and never saw a group of year- 
lings by one horse more alike about the head 
and neck. And those pieces are rarely ornamental. 
The well set on neck and the very strong wide 
jaws, fine muzzle, delicate ears, wide forehead and 
large luminous eyes is to be seen in each. 


Angon I knew for a fast horse over sprinting 
distances, being especialy well suited to soft 
footing. He carried the colors of R. H. Ander- 
son, of Georgetown, Ky., when I last saw him 
and was trained by C. C. Van Meter. Foaled in 
1917, he is by *Assagai—-Hortensia, by the un- 
beaten *Meddler, one of the greatest broodmare 
sires that ever lived. He comes of the family of 
Energy, Day Star (Kentucky Derby), Cirrus, 
Previous, etc. It is a branch of that Number 4 
family. Amgon raced from his second to his 
seventh year inclusive and won the Autumn, 
Quickstep, Oakdale, Whirl, St. Bernard, Watterson 
Hotel Hahdicap and $31,031. 
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NE doesn’t have to sprain ‘his imagination to 

see that the current one is a good year to 
buy yearlings and an equally poor season for 
marketing the Thoroughbred in the embryo 
state. In view of the lack of response the auc- 
tioneer is receiving at the Spa it is not strange 
that some of the consignors are retaining their 
lots. Colts and fillies which ordinarily would 
bring around $6,000 now are being knocked down 
for nearer $3,000 and those breeders withholding 
the youngsters they had planned to dispose of 
through the medium of the auctions feel they 
would fare better by investing further in the 
produce of their studs and race them in their 
own colors or await another sale than to face 
what appears a certain loss at Saratoga. 

On the other hand, most of the consignors 
have been selling at Saratoga for years and real- 
ized, in numerous instances, exorbitant sums for 
their offerings during the “boom” years of 1927, 
°28 and ’29, so should support the market and 
take what comes. I am no “Pollyanna,” but those 
who have seen their yearlings pass through the 
ring so cheaply might find some solace in the 
thought that there are pretty certain to be plenty 
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of bargains among them, thus they will have 
made new customers for future and, let us hope, 
better years.

ACING publications differ as to the sex of 
Irene’s Bob, winner of the Flash Stakes, at 
Saratoga, recently. Some describe him as a colt 
while others insist he is unsexed. It is confusing. 
Of all the youngsters furnishing the sport at 
the Spa the horsemen have tabbed C. V. Whit- 
ney’s The Bull the most whimsical. I am told that 
this creature of moods can be as sedate as any 
old Dobbin on one appearance and on the next 
as cantankerous as is possible. Trainer Healey, 
knowing that The Bull is well above the average 
when he acts kindly, is matching his wits with 
the colt’s temperament in an effort to induce him 
to become tractable. 


BEST CARRIES AMERICAN BLOOD. 


Some French writers are saying that the best 
of the 2-year-olds in that country is Shelley, 
owned and trained by Boutier. By Massine from 
Sheba, by *Durbar II out of Banshee, by Irish 
Lad from Frizette, by Hamburg out of *Ondulee, 
Shelley, as “Faraway” expresses it in Horse and 
Hound (London), comes “from a line on the 
dam’s side which has given no end of good-class 
animals in France, particularly Mr. Boussac’s 
couple, Durban and Tourbillon, to only mention 
two of that owner’s, as well as the late Mr. Solly 
Joel’s Sweepedeza and Alluvial. It is a half- 
French, half-American family, whose success in 
France was practically due to the late Mr. and 
Mrs. H. B. Duryea.” 


On this side of the water, two good daughters 
of Banshee are *Apparition, by *Sweeper II, and 
her sister, *Dustpan II. *Apparition is the dam 
of the winners Fair Vision, Horgan and Djinn. 
*Dustpan II is dam of the stakes winners Elvina 
and Old Dutch and the winners Panchio, House- 
boy, Tambereau and Kitty Williams, also a pro- 
ducer. Banshee is also the dam of *Ernest A. 
and is sister to the stakes winner and producer 
*Mary Maud. Irish Lad was a good horse in 
this country. 

Frizette was a stakes winner in this country 
and was the dam of 10 winners, including *Friz- 
zle (stakes winner and sire), *Frizeur (dam of 
the stakes winers Black Curl and Pairbypair and 
the yearling bay colt by Black Toney, sold Au- 
gust 13 by Brownell Combs to J. H. Whitney, 
at Saratoga Sales August 13, for $10,500), and 
*Princess Palatine, dam of the stakes winner 
Count Palatine. *Ondulee was by St. Simon and 
was a winner in England and dam of *Marathon. 
The next dam was Ornis (dam of five winners), 
by Bend Or, she out of the great mare, Shotover. 
It is the No. 13 family. 


JOCKEYS DEFEAT TRAINERS. 


In a golf match at Newmarket, England, recent- 
ly, jockeys beat trainers 414 to \% in foursomes 
and tied them in singles, the total score being 
914 to 51%. One of the conditions of the match 
was that losers should make a contribution to- 
ward the fund of $17,500 Jack Jarvis has under- 
taken to raise for Addenbrooke Hospital at Cam- 
bridge.

SARATOGA YEARLING SALES 


OW much of a slump there is in the market 

of Thoroughbred yearlings can be judged by 
comparison of the results of the sales during the 
first 10 evenings this year with the returns for 
the corresponding periods last year and the year 
before. This year 488 head brought a total of 
$670,875, average $1,374.74. Last year 480 head 
brought $1,370,625, average $2,855.47, and in 1929 
the aggregate for 483 head was $1,752,300, aver- 
age $3,627.95. Thus the market is off nearly 49 
per cent from last year. It thus far shows much 
more of a drop than THE BLOOD-HORSE thought 
would maintain, and yet it is better than was ex- 
pected by some of the breeders who expressed 
their beliefs to THE BLOOD-HORSE before the sales 
were opened. 

The feature of the past week was the sale of 
the yearlings assembled under the name of Joseph 
E. Harting, Receiver for Himyar Stud, Inc., and 
Col. Phil T. Chinn. These were all colts, about 
two-thirds of them picked from various farms of 
the smaller breeders and sold under contracts 
with Colonel Chinn, the commissions to go to Re- 
ceiver Harting for the benefit of creditors of 
Colonel Chinn and Himyar Stud. The 54 head 
brought $148,100, average $2,742.59. This is the 
third best average of the sale. E. K. Thomas, of 
Paris, Ky., who sold two, averaged $4,425. Hal 
Price Headley, who sold nine from his Beaumont 
Farm, averaged $3,488.89. Brownell Combs aver- 
aged $2,333.33 for six, and A. B. Hancock aver- 
aged $2,140.38 for 52 on his night. It must be 


borne in mind, however, that there were fillies 
in the Headley, Combs and Hancock consign- 
ments.

All employees will donate 
their services and the proceeds, which will be 
handled under the supervision of Sheriff John M. 
Sullzman, who proposed the plan, will be divided 
between the Associated Charities and the Com- 
munity Fund. 


BAINBRIDGE PARK OPENS NEXT. 

Bainbridge Park is to be opened next Monday, 
August 31, for a meeting of 12 days, closing Sep- 
tember 12. 

BEULAH PARK. 

For the meeting of 19 days to open at Beulah 
Park, Grove City, near Columbus, Ohio, Septem- 
ber 5, under management of Harry D. Shepherd, 
condition books were distributed last week. The 
Labor Day Handicap has $1,000 added. The 
purses range from $400 to $800. 

MEETING AT CRANWOOD PARK. 

Announcement comes from George Smith that 
a meeting will open at Cranwood Park, near 
Cleveland, September 14. The plant has been idle 
for four years. 


OHIO DOG TRACKS. 

The owners of two dog tracks in Ohio, one 
near Hamilton, in Butler County, the other at 
Tobasco, in Clermont County, both seeking to 
draw the bulk of their patronage from Cincinnati 
and environs, are battling through the courts to 
restrain county officials from interfering with 
their operations. Judge Charles I. Dawson of 


the Federal Court for the Western District of 
Kentucky, sitting as a special judge in the United 
States District Court at Cincinnati, August 21, 
rendered a decision which gave the prosecutor in 
Clermont County a free hand to proceed against 
the Tobasco track, which is owned by an Indiana 
group, owners of a track across the river from 
Louisville. Meanwhile the matter is being put 
up to the Ohio courts also. 

Judge Dawson, after reviewing the statements 
of the attorneys and reading a pamphlet filed 
with the bill in the case, said: “I am fully satis- 
fied that the plan described is one skillfully de- 
signed to disguise what is, in reality, a violation 
of Sections 13,062 and 13,063 of the Ohio Code. 
Even were I less certain of this proposition, I 
have sufficient doubt of the legality of the com- 
plainant’s business, when measured by the two 
sections referred to, not only to justify, but to 
require me to deny the temporary injunction 
asked in this case. Therefore the temporary 
restraining order will be dissolved and the tem- 
porary prayed for denied.” 


FLORIDA 


TO VOTE IN DADE, OCTOBER 20. 

HETHER or not there will be racing in the 

vicinity of Miami under the new Florida 
law is to be determined on October 20. Dade 
County Commissioners have selected that date 
for the presentation of the question at the polls 
to qualified voters. If the referendum is adopted, 
all tracks to which the State Racing Commission 
has issued permits will be entitled to hold meet- 
ings. The two associations for horses having re- 
ceived permits in Dade County are the Miami 
Racing Association, operating Hialeah Park, and 
the Miami Beach Jockey Club, yet to construct 
its track. Other pornnes are for dog racing. 


POISON! ADVERTISING POISON 


By CHARLES “MICKELW AIT. 


HE recent poisoning of Ladana served as a 

feature in racing journals, and for sports and 
Turf writers of newspapers throughout the 
United States. 

The stewards’ ruling was published, and that 
august body was quoted as saying: “The Ladana 
case was disgraceful and might shake public 
confidence in racing.’’ All of which is very true, 
and carries considerable weight with this writer. 

However, the percentage of those in attendance 
at Saratoga that day, who would have known of 
the incident was so small that perhaps it might 
have passed unnoticed had it not have been 
broadcast in the newspapers and Turf journals, 
where many thousands of persons were informed 
of this sad and deplorable state of Turf affairs. 

There are, unfortunately, among the readers 
those who are always waiting for just such news, 
and from among such as are waiting will come 
the victims of tomorrow, such as were those who 
have been subject to far greater and more shock- 
ing abuses than the poisoning of Ladana. 

For more than five years some of the racing 
journals have been feeding their readers through 
their advertising columns the most extravagant 
claims and promises by tipsters who know noth- 
ing of the traditions of racing and who care less. 

An advertising tipster, once he takes his po- 
sition on the front line through the advertising 
pages of a racing journal, flies has flag openly, 
and The Jockey Club, or anyone else, can put 
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the finger on him, should they choose, without 
the aid of a stool pigeon to point him out. 


Perhaps those representing The Jockey Club 
view the tipster’s position, as do some working on 
the publications in which his advertisements are 
carried, and look to those in control of the publi- 
cations to hold down the kicks, which indeed have 
been many, to telegraph companies, post office 
and city officials. 


In the comparitively brief period in which I 
have been observing the trend of the advertising 
tipsters, it is a safe estimate that Western Union 
and Postal Telegraph companies have transfer- 
red over their wires sufficient business to run 
into millions of dollars, that originated from 
readers of tipping advertisements in racing 
journals throughout the North American con- 
tinent. 


The tipster, like the sucker he clips, serves 
only to feed a double kitty, which in this instance 
happens to be telegraph companies and racing 
journals granting him advertising privileges. 


Touting horses is a pastime anyone may 
practice; all that is necessary is to find a willing 
ear into which to whisper, and the deed is done. 

Many of our foremost patrons of racing prac- 
tice the art in a mild way, and would, if accused, 
be greatly distressed if brought to book under 
Jockey Club rules. 


The advertising tipster, who pays large fees, 
unfortunately is granted a much wider latitude, 
and all depends upon the amount he spends to 
meet his advertising payments as to his promises 
and claims. 


As his releases seldom win, he must, from sheer 
necessity, continually administer a strong dose of 
poison to his ever-changing clientele of suckers 
whose reaction, after having tried the majority 
of advertisers he has selected from racing jour- 
nals, concludes that racing and everybody associ- 
ated with it, from the wealthiest patron: and 
highest racing official to the lowest hanger-on, is 
tarred with the same brush and that all come 
under the common category of thieves and crooks. 

He seldom, if ever, traces the source of his 
trouble to the fountain head, where the blame 
could and should be properly placed. 

At race tracks, where mutuels are in vogue, 
every purchaser of an official programme is pro- 
vided with selections graded according to the 
mutuel numbers. 

I am proud to relate that in my possession 
there is a letter, written by the management of 
Thorncliffe Park complimenting my efforts in 
handicapping their mutuel programme through 
a highly successful meeting, in which there was 
not one complaint of any character. 

_At New York tracks those in charge of the 
ring pass out printed slips of selections, and 
friends of mine with long racing experience 
cheerfully mark the programmes of any and all 
comers. 

_ Not one of the selectors’ columns of any rac- 
ing journal can boast of a yearly winning aver- 
age, and perhaps there is not one in a thousand 
persons who has any idea of the use of past per- 
formances or racing charts. The public is fully 
aware of this condition and as a result seldom 
look at them. 

It would seem to this writer that the sooner 
race track owners and managers withdraw the 
privileges granted those racing journals with 
chisiling proclivities that much earlier may we 
expect to see racing start to improve, and per- 


naps save itself from what the Saratoga stew- 
ards have termed disgraceful, but what I call a 
dangerous racket. 


IRISH YEARLING SALES. 


N three days during the first week of the 

present month, Messrs. Goff & Company, 
noted Dublin sales organization, held a vendue 
of yearlings at Ballsbridge, Ireland, selling 401 
head for a total of $212,590, an average of 
$530.10. Last year in four days of the corre- 
sponding week the 496 head sold brought a total 
of $359,425, an average of $724.65. The average 
this year was $194.55 less than last year. 

The Irish Field had the following to say con- 
cerning the sales: ‘The results at Messrs. Goff’s 
yearlings sales at Ballsbridge disappointed the 
speculations of unduly pessimistic people, who 
prophesied that in the circumstances of prevalent 
world-wide depression, ‘the bottom would fall out 
of the market,’ and that ‘only a limited number 
of lots would be sold at low prices.’ In point of 
fact, the bloodstock industry has suffered less 
than any other industry in recent years. 

“So far from sales being few, the proportion 
of unsold lots to the total number offered was 
not unsatisfactory, and, generally, the best-bred 
and best-done yearlings were bought. 

“Prices were, of course, ‘down,’ and bargain- 
hunters were busy. A number of yearlings who 
trained into high-class winners and others which 
developed into successful broodmares have been 
bought from time to time at Ballsbridge, and, 
not improbably, the future will reveal that at 
this year’s sales as many in each category were 
obtained at moderate valuation as those in any 
other year. 

“The question arises if there is not over-pro- 
duction of bloodstock? Many breeders sent up 
late-developing yearlings, .which, as we think, 
might suitably have been retained for ’chasing 
later on. There was a restricted demand for 
such yearlings; indeed, in many instances no de- 
mand at all. In too many instances reserves were 
unduly high in view of international depression.” 


CELERINA A BIG SURPRISE. 


Last Sunday at Deauville, France, was a great 
day for Americans. Ralph Beaver Strassburger’s 
Celerina won the Grand Prix de Deauville, 500,- 
000 francs ($20,000), 2,600 meters (about 1 3-5 
miles) for 3-year-olds and upward, by a neck 
from Joseph E. Widener’s Confidence, with James 
Schwob’s Bruledor, third, a length back. Cele- 
rina was a rank outsider in the betting and 
paid 178 to 10. Bruledor was a heavily supported 
favorite. Celerina, a 3-year-old chestnut filly, is 
by *Teddy, out of Diavolezza, by Le Sagittaire 
from Saint Astra, by Ladas out of Saint Celestra, 
by St. Angelo. Brownell Combs, of Lexington, 
has, at Belair Farm, a half-sister to Celerina. 
She is *La Montagne (dam of the winners Don- 
nez Moi and Pauley and of the yearling chestnut 
filly by High Time, sold at Saratoga in the Him- 
yar Stud—P. T. Chinn consignment Tuesday 
night) and she has at her side a chestnut filly 
foal by Bubbling Over. Diavolezza was a stakes 
winner in France and is dam of the French stakes 
winners Gaurisanker, Aldebaran, Menzala and 
Rhesus and the winners Mont Dauphin and Fari- 
zade, dam of the stakes winner Kassala. The 
next dam, Saint Astra, won the French Oaks and 
was a fine producer. Saint Celestra was a win-

In addition to the feature event, horses owned 
by Americans won two other races. The Prix de 
La Potiniere was won by J. J. McKeon’s Massin- 
ette, 2-year-old brown filly by Massine—Lucy 
Ann, by Jus d’Orange, and the Prix de Lassard 
was won by William Littauer’s Papillon Rose, 3- 
year-old chestnut colt, by Antivari, out of Rosy 
Cheeks, by Saint Jus out of Purity, by Gallinule.

Stud. She was sold at the sale of the Xalapa 
Farm horses at New York in December, 1924, and 
was purchased by Ralph Beaver Strassburger 
for $3,200 and returned to France, where she 
had been a stakes winner at three and again at 
four.

REMOUNT BUYING STALLIONS. 


F you have a stallion which has been in serv- 

ice or an entire horse coming out of training 
without transmissible defects you have a buyer 
for him, provided he will pass muster for the 
United States Army Remount Service, and pro- 
vided further that you do not want too much for 
him. The buyer is the United States Govern- 
ment. 

Major Thomas J. Johnson, officer in charge 
of the Remount headquarters at Lexington, this 
week said that he has received instructions that 
100 Thoroughbred stallions are to be purchased 
and that the greater number of this draft will 
be purchased through the Lexington office. 

It is desired that all of the horses, or as many 
as possible, shall be bought by December, so that 
they can be located in plenty of time for the 
breeding season of 1932. 

“While the appropriation for the Remount 
Service was reduced at the last session of Con- 
gress, the breeding activities will be kept up,” 
said Major Johnson to THE BLOOD-HORSE last 
week, continuing: “We will buy only the better 
individuals among the stallions which may be 
offered. The present market conditions are 
such that we have a right to expect cleaner and 
better horses than we have been able to buy here- 
tofore for the money we are privileged to ex- 
pend. 

“I think the horsemen are by this time pretty 
well acquainted with the Government’s require- 
ments, so I will be glad to have them advise 
me of horses they desire to sell, stating the least 
money they will take, and giving me instruc- 
tions as to where the horse may be inspected and 
examined. 

“It is my intention to visit the Cleveland and 
Latonia tracks during September and October, 
and I will, of course, go to Dade Park and also 
attend the sales at Lexington.” 

To give a better idea of the type of horse that 
will suit the Government some recent additions 
to the stallion ranks are here named: Behave 
Yourself, Bob Tail, Bay Beauty, Bank Runner, 
donated by Col. E. R. Bradley; *Johren, donated 
by Whitney Farm; Baffling, Blotter, Champ de 
Mars, Coventry, Groucher, Jaguar, King Gorin 
II, Linger, Merrick’s Pal, Nymph King, Rugby 
and *Splendor II. Major Johnson’s office is in 
the Government Building, Lexington.

Tanforan. The Pacific Coast Breeders’ Associa- 
tion authorized Judge Joseph A. Murphy, director 
in charge of racing, to announce that Tanforan 
will open Friday, November 6, and run 26 or 
more days, Sunday not included.

Exterminator holds the record for two miles at 
Belmont Park. His time was 3:24 2-5. Man o’ 
War is the record holder at Belmont Park for 
the one mile and five furlongs in 2:40 4-5, this 
being the distance of the Lawrence Realization. 

Deductions made in the spring would warrant 
the prediction that Twenty Grand should lower 
those records, suitable company and track con- 
ditions being favorable.

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LETTER FROM DR. MEDD 


Editor THE BLOOD-HORSE: 


6¢(\LD ROSEBUD,” always interesting, was 

particularly so to me here, in your issue 
of August 1, in his reference to our stallion, 
Manager Waite, and the good mare, Glide, by 
him, and dam of the filly by *Monk’s Way, re- 
cently bought by Mr. Sabath at the Chicago sale. 
“Old Rosebud” refers to Manager Waite in the 
past tense, doubtless having lost track of the 
horse. 

I am pleased to be in a position to write and 
say the old horse, foaled 1912, is very much alive 
and doing good service here on C. E. Perkins’ 
California Ranch, where breeding operations are 
mainly confined to the production of hunters and 
steeplechase horses. 

The first crop of foals by Manager Waite, now 
3-year-olds, show every indication that Mr. Per- 
kins made a wise selection in securing Manager 
Waite to head his stud, the old horse reproducing 
in his get his own general substance, well placed, 
powerful and clean hocks and grand quarters; 
imparting also to his offspring the same lovely 
disposition that makes our stallion popular with 
everybody who has anything to do with him. 
Substance and a good reliable disposition are of 
primary importance in a weight-carrier between 
the flags. 

Among our young things by Manager Waite 
are several which look capable, if given the op- 
portunity, of emulating the form, or better, and 
conformation of Glide. 

Such mares as *Calamint, by Spearmint— 
Hourdina; Joyful by *McGee—Josie L.; Marion 
Lansill, by *Under Fire—Dublin Mary; Quell, by 
Vindex; Nauset, by *Wrack, and two mares out 
of Ida Trovato, the dam of Uncovered, recently 
claimed by Mr. Bostwick, with a view to chasing, 
doubtless, are of a type and breeding that can 
hardly fail to throw foals, inbred as they also 
are, with the rugged and staying blood of the 
Australian lines in Manager Waite, that should 
make good performers through the field. Our 
youngsters bred on the above lines, are certainly 
good jumping prospects. 

In spite of his 19 years, five of which were 
hard racing, Manager Waite is as virile and 
vibrant as if only half his age, and looks like 
being good for many years further service, being 
now in the best of health, bloom and condition. 

Your reports of visits to various breeding 
farms are both entertaining and instructive, the 
latter especially so, where mention has been made 
of the methods in vogue in caring for stallions 
and broodmares. 

Manager Waite here, has‘ the run of a corral, 
100 feet by 100 feet, fence four 2 by 6 planks, 
5'% feet high, posts on, the outside, eight feet 
apart, the angles of the fence being eliminated 
by plank 10 feet long across the corners. A 
load or two of river sand is always kept in the 
middle of the corral and is used daily by the 
Stallion to roll in. 

A box 20 by 20, one storied, open to the roof 
and on one side the wall, next to feed storage 
place (this opens entirely in front), is cut off 
three feet from the roof. Walls of box are flared 
at the ground (dirt floor) by plank 2 inches out 
at the bottom and up one foot and a half, where 
they meet the wall. 

There is a permanent water trough in one 
corner of the box. The box has the usual full 
height and width door, cut in half, also there 
are on each side, window apertures 2 by 2 feet. 
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A secondary fence, 10 feet from the corral 
fence extends on three sides, the fourth fence 
bounding a road daily used by riding and led 
horses. Corrals and pastures are on other side 
of secondary fence, generally occupied, thus the 
stallion has company very close to him all the 
time, and the exercise he takes in running from 
side to side of his corral is ample for any horse. 

He is pleasant to ride, but if out ridden two 
hours it would not equal the work he does daily 
in the corral. 

The broodmares are, most of the time, within 
sight and hearing of their consort. Most of them, 
when in season, come up as near as they can to 
the stallion, and as he does his own testing by 
their doing so, much of it is reduced. 

About four quarts of oats, daily the year round, 
is the grain fed, the roughage being oat-hay, no 
more than what is eaten up clean after two 
feeds. Green food is alfalfa and corn and some 
alfalfa-hay is fed. 

The horse is thoroughly dressed every day, 
feet picked out, the digestibility of the feed 
noted from the character of the droppings. Al- 
ways has shoes on in front. We lay great stress 
on the cleaning, even though the horse rolls in 
his wet-down corral directly he is let out. While 
favoring cleaning daily, to what degree it is 
advisable to do so depends entirely on how the 
horse takes it. Manager Waite revels in it, and 
he is no more trouble than polishing a piece of 
furniture. 

If stallions, and in fact all horses, had their 
feelings considered in the matter of cleaning, 
there would be fewer so-called bad tempered 
horses to contend with.

VIEWS AND INTERVIEWS 


O his list of horses that have won two races 

in one day, Clem McCarthy can make one 
more addition, if he has not already made it. Re- 
cently The Estes sat in the home of W. D. Evans, 
manager of Charnell Farm, looking over some 
newspaper files and some yellow letters left there 
by John Rogers. Mr. Rogers, a brother to Joe 
Rogers, formerly connected with the Nursery 
Stud and now at Elmendorf, is especially con- 
versant with that part of Kentucky history which 
has to do with Woodford County and its neigh- 
bors. He has accumulated quite a stack of relics, 
many of them having to do with racing. One of 
the old letters (dated June 17, 1889), was writ- 
ten on the stationery of West Side Park, Chicago, 
Ill., and was from Edward Corrigan to Frank B. 
Harper, master of Nantura Stud near Midway, 
where Ten Broeck had died two years earlier and 
where Longfellow was then standing. An extract 
from the letter: 

“. . . I won two races today with Winslow, 
by Ten Broeck out of Queen Maud. He won on the 
flat, mile and 70 yards, and then a mile over 
hurdles. How is that for a jumper? Pick me out 
a good Longfellow colt, a yearling. I would like 
to have one if out of a good mare and at a fair 
and reasonable price.” 

The “book” corroborates the letter. Winslow’s 
winning races were the third (given in Good- 
win’s as a mile and a sixteenth selling race) and 
the seventh. 

* 

They raised tough horses at Nantura. Until 
breaking time came, it has been said, the year- 
lings ran wild, and when they were taken up it 
must have taken hours to pull the burrs out: of 
their tails. It was no great wonder that Mr. Cor- 
rigan was sending in a repeat order for a Nantura 
yearling. He raced Winslow about the old West 
Side course so many times the gelding might 
have come to consider himself a sort of com- 
muter. The two races referred to in the letter 
were run on a Monday. The previous Saturday 
he had started and finished third. The following 
Wednesday he won a hurdle race. The next day 
he finished second at six furlongs on the flat. 
One other time during the year he started twice 
the same day at the Corrigan track, on October 
23, running out of the money on each occasion. 
The next year he was at it again, the same way. 
And the next year after that. They finally wore 
him out, but it took until he was eight years old 
to do it. Those breeders who wish they could let 
their yearlings run out all the time and still. be 
able to sell them at decent prices might take 
some hope from such a case as this. Tough racers 
mean repeat orders for the man who sold them. 

Said The Estes to Barry Shannon, Idle Hour 
Farm manager, “The neighbors keep telling me 
that Blue Larkspur is in training.” Said Mr. 
Shannon: “You lay ’em 100 to 1.” 

* * 


After Burning Blaze won the Post and Pad- 
dock Stakes at Arlington Park, several persons 
came asking questions about his sire, Big Blaze. 
The horse was bred by R. H. McC. Potter, pre- 
sumably at his Pequest Stud in New Jersey, and 
was bought by Samuel D. Riddie for $1,800 at 
the Saratoga yearling sales of 1922. For Mr. 
Riddle he raced four seasons, winning 14 races 
and $81,863. In the Grand Union Hotel Stakes 
he won over St. James and others. The Pimlico 


Serial, Washington and Interborough Handicaps 
were among his other wins. He was retired to 
the stud sound except for a small splint. He 
made his first three seasons, beginning in 1927, 
at the Timberlawn Farm of Edwin K. Thomas in 
Bourbon County, Kentucky. The good filly Laila 
Wild, sister to Burning Blaze, is one of his first 
crop. Big Blaze is now standing at Mr. Riddle’s 
Faraway Farm in Fayette County. Mr. Thomas 
describes him: “One of the best-looking Thor- 
oughbreds I ever saw-—grand shoulders, high 
withers, good bone, well developed all over, about 
16.1, very sensible, sweet disposition, and a good 
foal getter.” 
* 

Said William Woodard: “The horses we've got 
now are better horses than the ones our daddies 
had. They can beat them doing anything. We've 
got better horses, better trainers, better tracks— 
everything better but the jockeys.” 


Horsemen who go to see the picture Sporting 
Blood should wear large and roomy clothes. 
Otherwise they will find the writhing makes 
them uncomfortable. But if one isn’t a horseman 
and not particularly mindful of the fact that the 
horsemen of the play fail to conform to gen- 
erally accepted methods of raising and racing 
horses, one might find it a right peart picture. 

Many of the scenes used for filler were taken 
on Blue Grass farms. One recognizes Manager 
W. N. King’s residence at the George D. Widener 
farm and mares galloping through the fields of 
Elmendorf. The horse-hero, when he is sold as a 
yearling, is driven down the driveway from Phil 
T. Chinn’s residence at Old Hickory Farm, 
through fields and along fencerows, and finally 
emerges from the main entrance at Dixiana. 

Teakwood Tommy, the equine star, is foaled 
in a rainstorm after his dam falls and breaks 
her leg. The pathetic situation is made the most 
of. An audience, after seeing the affection 
lavished on the motherless foal, will at least have 
a faint idea of how much the Kentuckian loves 
his horse. The foal is provided a foster-mother. 
Sammy (Eugene Jackson), the little negro, takes 
the colt into the stall where the bereaved mother 
is grieving, sets him down in a corner, and makes 
introductions verbally. Whereupon the foal goes 
over and helps himself to supper. (Horsemen in 
the audience wished it was that easy. It’s no 
small thing to have to sit up in the stall night 
and day with a foal and its foster-mother until 
the mare decides she might as well let it live.) 

Jim Rellence (Ernest Torrence), the breeder, 
against his better judgment and because he needs 
the money (there was a stroke that was true 
to life), sells the orphan when he is a yearling. 
It is quite touching the way the foster-mother 
cuts up when the youngster goes out into the 
cruel world. (They could take all the yearlings 
off a farm, and their mothers wouldn’t miss 4 
mouthful of bluegrass.) 

Teakwood Tommy’s first start as a 2-year-old 
is at Latonia. It must be a mile and a quarter 
race, or possibly a mile and an eighth, as the 
start is in front of the grandstand. He goes from 
bad to worse among owners and is finally so full 
of hop he can’t beat cheap fields at New Orleans. 
Finally he falls into the hands of Ruby (Madge 
Evans), a bad girl who wanted to be good all 
the time. She brings him back to Kentucky and 
gives him a rest at the old home place (on ar- 
rival he goes over and greets his dear old foster- 
mother) and wins the Kentucky Derby with him. 
The plot thins out near the end, so the M-G-M 
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people thicken it by having the crooks bribe 
Teakwood Tommy’s jockey to pull him. Ruby 
hears about it and has the- reins scraped thin 
so that Tommy breaks them in the stretch and 
wins by four lengths (just like Twenty Grand!). 
Actual shots of the Kentucky Derby are lifted 
out of the M-G-M news reels of the event. 

It’s all right, glorifying the honest horse by 
contrasting him with dishonest men, but they 
ought not to have had their publicity men brag 
about the great amount of “technical research.” 
At least not until the cast leaves off referring 
to “that Infinite filly” as a gelding. 

“And if I owned a racetrack,” said Will Wood- 
ard, “I’d never let one of those blanks with one 
of those blank blank movie machines inside the 
gate. They’ve never yet made a racing picture 
without filling it full of cheaters.”

El Mundo (Porto Rico), recently wrote to 
Clem McCarthy some notes to be published in the 
latter’s “Daily Dozen” column in The Morning 
Telegraph (New York). Clem quotes: 

“Much has been written and said recently 
about the brilliant career of Vander Pool and of 
the longest string of consecutive winning per- 
formances by a Thoroughbred in America. We 
read that Hindoo holds the unique distinction of 
scoring eighteen wins without a defeat. 

“But this little island of Porto Rico is as much 
a part of America as New York or Chicago. And 
I offer you the chance to call attention of your 
fellow-writers to our candidate for the Hall of 
Fame as holder of the record for consecutive win- 
ning performances in America. 

“He is none other than Galgo, Jr., locally-bred 
3-year-old, a son of Check and War Relief, bred 
by Messrs. Simons and Garcia in the adjacent 
isle of Vieques. Check was by Fair Play out of 
Chit Chat; War Relief was by Granite from 
Kopje. 

“Galgo, Jr., began his racing career as a 2- 
year-old on July 17, 1930, winning the Munoz 
Rivera Memorial, one of our most important 
Stakes for locally-bred horses. After finishing 
second in his next start, Galgo, Jr., chalked up a 
string of 39 consecutive wins, always knocking 
off his opponents in the first half mile and romp- 
ing on to the finish.”’-(Just the way Man o’ War 
used to win his races, Senor Vidal.) 

“Among his other victories was the Governor’s 
Cup. Exactly one year after his first appearance 
he suffered the second defeat of his career, but 
recently he won another race. 


“I don’t believe your fellow Turf writers can 
top that record for an American horse. 


“Before closing, let me tell you that your 
broadcasts of important races are deeply appre- 
ciated by Porto Rico racing fans and we are only 
Sorry that sometimes we do not get advance 
notice of same in time to get set at our radios 
for your report from the scene of action.” 

Check, a brother to Chatterton, raced under 
John E. Madden’s colors. Says Clem: 


“He came within six feet of winning the Em- 
Pire Derby of 1924, when Ordinance, Aga Khan, 
Rustic and he finished heads apart. Check was 
50 to 1 (and we were there with a goodly 
wager!).” 


KEENELAND STUD YEARLINGS 


MONG the 14 yearlings at J. O. Keene’s 

Keeneland Stud, withdrawn last week from 
the Saratoga sales, is one of the best look- 
ing colts ever produced at that noted estab- 
lishment. He is the chestnut half-brother to 
Sandy Ford, Retort, Absurdity and In Haste, by 
*Justice F. out of Inquiry (winner of 13 races 
and a 100 per cent broodmare), by Ampelion out 
of *Scrutiny, by Ballot, thence back to Pilgrim- 
age, of the No. 1 family. He is a classy colt with 


good bone, excellent feet, a grand head and neck, © 


a great back, stands right, walks perfectly, and 
“Buck,” who has handled him since the day he 
was foaled, says he can run and is a sure stakes 
horse. 

The chestnut half-sister to Jean Valjean, Jean 
Lafitte, Crow’s Nest and Silver Beauty by Cru- 
sader out of the stakes winner Jeanne Bowdre, by 
Luke McLuke from Black Brocade, by Neil Gow, 
is charming and should be attractive to buyers of 
good horses at Saratoga. Her dam is a sister to 
Shuffle Along, stakes winner of 25 races; to 
Pagan Pan, Negrina and Mr. Sponge. 

An extra good grey colt is the half-brother to 
Battleship Gray and Silver Cord, he being by 
Chance Play and out of the celebrated mare Alice 
Blue Gown, by Luke McLuke from *Carene, by 
Grey Lag. 

Barenka (half-sister to Jeane Bowdre), by Cat- 
mint, is represented by a bay colt (half-brother 
to Colonel Steward, Watson, Baronne and 
Baronina), by Crusader. The youngster is very 
like his sire in conformation and is a classy in- 
dividual. 

The bay filly by *Pot au Feu—Miss Muffins 
(stakes winner and dam of Hamlet), by Luke 
McLuke, is quick, flashy and speedy-looking. 
Dark bay colt (half-brother to Don Romiro, 
Pani Roma and Don Diego), by *Master Charlie 
—*Donna Roma, by *Light Brigade, is good 
bodily, with a short back, excellent shoulder and 
excellent feet and legs. A fast, neat one is the 
bay filly (half-sister to Tsuruga), by *Pot au 
Feu—Tesuque (good winner and half-sister to 
six winners), by *Troutbeck—Micaela, by 
*Watercress. Suma’s brother, the bay colt by 
Sand Mole—O Yucha San (also dam of La 
Reoyu), by Kwang-Su, is small, lacks finish, but 
is of the wear and tear kind. Others by Sand 
Mole are a smooth brown colt out of Comedie 
d’ Amour (stakes winning sister to Miss Muffins 
and Gala Night), by Luke McLuke from Carmen, 
by Peter Quince; neat bay colt from Loveliness 
(stakes winner of 13 races and sister to Somme), 
by Charles Edward—Spanish Maid, by Disguise; 
well-built dark bay or brown colt (half-brother to 
Pagan Sacrifice and Murmuring Pines) out of 
*The Vestal II (half-sister to Chaco and Luxor), 
by McKinley. 

An extra good, smart, deep-chested, good- 
backed, level-walking chestnut colt is by *Pot au 
Feu out of Forest Nymph (stakes winner and 
sister to the winners Fair Alice and Queen of the 
Forest), by Luke McLuke. Very like his sire in 
make is the brown colt by *Justice F. out of 
Kennmare (winning half-sister to Enmity), by 
Ballot. The black colt by Pagan Pan out of 
Twilight Hour (winning half-sister to Night 
Shade), by *Hourless from Twilight Queen 
(stakes winner of 16 races and sister to the 
stakes winners Fountainbleu) and Shooting 
Spray), by *Oddfellow, is a handy, fast looking 
horse. 
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CAN PHAR LAP REPEAT? 


HEN J. H. Davis, the Victoria Racing Club 

Handicapper, awarded Phar Lap 150 pounds 
in the Melbourne Cup, he was criticized very 
much, and from every angle. In 1930 he was 
panned for letting the “Red Devil” in with 139 
pounds, and now the critics claim he has too 
much. The highest weight ever carried to vic- 
tory in the Melbourne Cup was 145 pounds, by 
Carbine in 1890, and the present generation of 
Australians claim that Carbine was not even in 
Phar Lap’s class. Unless some really good 3- 
year-old crops up, it looks as if the son of Night 
Raid—-Entreaty will win again. The only really 
good stayer unearthed last year was the Sydney 
and Perth Cup winner, The Dimmer, and he has 
plenty with 129 pounds. A _ reference to the 
records of the Melbourne Cup reveals that on 
25 occasions the handicappers allotted the lead- 
ing performers from 161 pounds to 140 pounds, 
the horses in that category being as follows:

Some writers on Turf topics in England are 
saying that A. K. Macomber’s Clustine, grey or 
chestnut colt by Captain Cuttle—Lady Mauri, 
trained by Sam Darling, is the season’s best 2- 
year-old. He has won his two starts. His first 
success was the Princess Stakes at the First July 
meeting at Newmarket and his second victory 
was the Soltykoff Stakes, which he won with 
amazing ease, at the Second July meeting.
